Fils of their people. So did Daniel in his captiuitie, 
and many other moe in their troubles. Now there- 
fore calling to minde, that God hath beene prouoked 
by vs to vitit vs at this preſent with the plague and o- 
ther grieuous diſeaſes : It hath beene thought meete 
to excite and ſtirre vp all godly people within this 
Realme, to pray earneſtly and heartily to God to for- 
iue vs our 2 conſequently to turne away his 
deſerued wrath from vs, and to reſtore vs to his graci- 
ous fauour, and to our bodily health. And although 
it is euery Chriſtian mans duety, of his owne deuo- 
tion to pray at all times: yet for that the corrupt na- 
ture of man is ſo ſlothfull and negligent herein, hee 
hath neede by often and ſundry meanes to be ſtirred 
vp and put in remembrance of his duety. For the ef. 
fectuall accompliſhment whereof, it is thought meete 
that this order of Prayer following ſhould at this 
time be publiſhed, being ſuch as ſhall be 
vſed by the Miniſter in the Church, 
and may by euery man in his 
priuate family. 
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
